Valparaiso, Nov. Tho feeling: of 
nneaainess caused in certain circles by 
tha dooisiuii of congrem to aathorise the 
proeecntlon by Procarator Fiscala of 
Sonor Jose Enclna, recently a member 
of the late FtesidsBl Behnaoeda's con* 
greas. on charges of fraud, has increased 
greatly, and ha* caused considerable ex- 
citemttnt and conatemation in Chilian 
circlet* here. 

The c«u'« of thin renewed trepida- 
tion ia the fact that it waa announced 
yesterday tli»t all Balmnceda'n fonner 
miniutors were to be prosecuted and 
that soma startling diHclosur«t* may bo 
sjcpected when the public rentilation of 
their aflPaira is made. These mininterH 
were all iadlcted j-eaterday aad their 
trials will Ije pushed at tha earliest pos- 
sible moment. 

Tha indictments brought in yesterday 
are t«id to have been the result, directly 
or indirectly, of tha preliminary esam 
inations \o wlticb Senor Encina waa sub- 
jected. The latter is suod for the sum 
of $4a,000,000, tha amount of notes is- 
sued by Babuaceda's congraae, and 
which hkva since bean declared Illegal 
by tha new government. The fact that 
tp'.-se iniliutmenta will be pressed to toe 
bitter eud, seems to denote that some 
wholesale confiscations of property may 
jss made, temporarily at least, in the 
near future. 

In spite of tha decision of congresa to 
do erwything poadlue to place Chilian 
flaaaesi on a firm basis, ana the fact that 
oenriderable retrenchment aad acono- 
taim are necessary, it has been decided 
sOdally ts devoto the sum of $800,000 
to pnmide for Chili's representation at 
tha CUcHlgo fair in 18M. 

There is a marked reaction as this ac- 
tion just taken \nM show In favor of tho 
ITnited States. This mar or may not be 
caused by the fact that it is an acknowl- 
edged fact that the Chilian authoritioB 
having the Balttaiese^ tailors' griev- 
ances in coitrsa of investigation, are 
weiJceningr considerably. 

Thouijh the olllcial result of the in- 
vastigatioB hau not yet become known 
OBongh ban leaked out to show that thu 
high stand at first taken by the police 
and other officials has dwindled down 

frame of mind. 

It is reported hero, in this connection, 
that this change of mind is to a ooosid- 
arablo extent due to sebertng advice 
which tha CSiilian govemmeu has re- 
ceived somi-offlcially from the reprssent- 
atives here of tha Eoionoan powers. 
The Chwtns, tharo is no oeabt, at oiie 
time conated on being snpporteil in the 
ground thex took by the BnU^ mfadster 
and, perhaps, by the Britidi govern- 
ment. There may or may a«t have 
been at any tine fonndation for sach a 
belief, bnt it is safe to say that the Chil- 
iaos have been thereof hlj convinced 
that they will have to rely ob themselves 
alone ahoold she cause any farther 
treoble te the Uaited States. 

This aasnraaoe and the reports which 
hare seaohed hers of extensive naval pre- 
tMi^lMa bsiiw laade by the United 
Btstes haTs OAMMmhly oampensd the 
wwUke ardor of <ie pemde or tUsqity 
and of flanti^go, aad It m probable wat 
a eomfrenaiso report, doing justice to 
the Btutfanof's mea, and iaddsnMly 
to ^ tJnitM fltales wfll be seoa rea- 
deied.

16.— Informa- 
Mon has been bfoaght to Oooaty Buper- 
intendsBt Lydjr thirt one of the public 
sohods In Fmest township, in the east- 
era pari of Clinton county, had been 
dessd bjr the wholesale poisoning of tho 
pntdls, sad slm tte teacher. An investi- 
ganoB proves that the teacher and fifteen 
of his pupils sre In a oiiticsl eonditton, 
while two of ttieM are dead. 

Tho school is located in the conntrr, 
sad a few weeks ago ^he township 
tmstees oansed a well to be driven on 
tho premlsss, from which tha school got 
their supply ef water. For tho past 
three weeks the tsadier. Joseph Oosr, 
has noticed the atteaoance growing 
aradaallv less. aU oanssd by nckness. 
One week a.to he himself was taken ill, 
and compelled te close the school. It 
was fonnd upon investigation that all 
tha pupils who had regularly drank o: 
the water from the well wei-e sick, 
while a few pupils who lived near the 
school house and went home for moi ' 
were not affected. 

The srniptoms developed are similar 
to thoss of typhoid fever. Thursday 
child of Rolrart Dillion that had l>e'-n 
afflicted for several days grew rapiiUy 
worse, and died Friday. Saturday an- 
other of the pupils, a ten-year-old daugh- 
ter of John Burgett, became suddenly 
worse, and died Sunday. Investigation 
last evening shows that fifteen oiher pu- 
pils and tlie teacher are decidedly worse, 
and several mors deaths are eipeoted hf 
the doctors.

The Earl of Lytton was horn Nov. ft 
UBl, and takes rank anioxig distlnguishaa 
Englishmen as a poet aiuldiplomatlKt. 
"Owea Meredith," he wiw well known in 
the world of letters before he H<'hiiiv»fd 
fame in the world of diplomacy. Lord 
Lytton was educated at Il.irrow, and iri- 
der his father, the great nuveliHt. draaiat- 
ist and Mtati'siii&n, and under private 
tutoru. lie ttutered the diplomatic servii". 
when only eighteen years of age, being ho 
pointed attache at W'uahingtou in \M'i. 
where his uncle, 81r Henry Kulwer, afl< - 
ward* Lord Dalliiig and Uulwer wan au:- 
baitHador. Ia Vii2 ha waa transferriHl v.s 
attache to Klureuce, and in 11*54 ho wan re- 
moved to the einbasoy at Parin. 

In 1858 l>ord Lyttoa was first paid at- 
tache at St. PetertiburK; the same year he 
was gaaetti-il rtrst paid attnche at Con- 
stantinople. From that fuibiuny, in 1899. 
he was transffnurt to the embaxsy at Vi- 
enna. As M ifWcii'd for good SHi vice on 
Oct. 1, 1802, Lord Lytton waa gatetted 
sef ond set relary aud, shortly afterwards, 
be \TUH |>voiii«ted to be Mecretary of tho 
legation at rnpenhngen. On May IS. 
ia«8, he wast ga/^etted secretary of the le- 
gation at Athens; in IMS he suocaasfully 
concluded tka negotiation of a oommer- 
cial treaty between fireat Britain and 
AtMtria and wa.« then transferred to 
Madrid. Six riioiithii lattr Ijord Lyttoa 
was proiuolfj to the nrcrt-taryshlp of tilO 
eiuhah^y ut Vienna and was transferred 
in 1872 to Paris. Oa Jan. IS, 1S78, upon 
the death of his father, he Huocoedeoto 
the title of second Lord Lytton, he having 
declined the goveniorsbip of Madras. 

Lord Lytton was appointed amhassadsr 
at Lisbon la December, 1B74. 

In January, inm, Lord Lyttoa wss ap< 
pointsd vtesroy of ladia, and on AprH 19^ 
1876, surrounded by tha princsaa of Hla- 
doostau, he presided at the magniflcenS 
oeroBieBiss en tha plains o| Dslhi wUsh 
attended the pMolamation tt QassnTle» 
torla aa ampreas ef India.
